“I’ve been working on music 
for the last 15 years,” he 
says. “I don’t do nothing 
sideways. If I’m gonna get it, 
I’m gonna get it 100 percent.” 
He did much of the work on 
UNPREDICTABLE at his own 
home studio, and even on the 
set of his current production, 
Miami Vice, he’s been logging 
hours in a portable studio 
lent to him by super producer 
Timbaland (who manned the 
boards on the album’s 
“Can I Take You Home”). 

In fact, Foxx says that the 
success and notoriety he’s 
enjoyed since his breakthrough 
performance in 1999’s Any 
Given Sunday is sometimes 
held against him when he 
focuses on a different medium. 
“I’ve been told many times, 
T know what you did on the 
acting side and the Oscars and 
all that, but that doesn’t mean 
anything on the music side!,”’ 
he says. “And that’s completely 
wrong, because the medium of 
television has bashed that in 
the head. Music is visual now, 
as well.” 

To convince the skeptics, he 
says, “I had to make sure that 
the album was tight even if I 
didn’t have anybody to enhance 
it.” But in the end, Foxx was 
also able to assemble a line¬ 
up of guests that reads like 
a Billboard Top Ten chart— 
Mary J. Blige, Ludacris, and 
Twista all add their flavors 
to UNPREDICTABLE, with 
production by Timbaland, 
Babyface and others. 

Foxx says that these 
collaborations all came 
together naturally. “Those 
are my friends,” he says. 
“These are people I’ve formed 
relationships with over the 
years, thrown parties for, hung 
out with.” 

The Texas-born former star of 
In Living Color and The Jamie 
Foxx Show notes that these 
artists all share a drive and 
passion he was able to relate 
to and learn from. “They’re all 
going to be legends,”he says. 
“They want to win—not just for 
the monetary thing, but for the 
soul and the spirit. That history 
does something fantastic to 
your body and your soul. If it 
feels that good in the studio, 
when it gets out there with that 
Clive Davis presentation, man, 
people are in trouble!” 

Hooking up with Clive Davis— 
Chairman & CEO, BMG, US, 
and the music legend behind 
superstars from Janis Joplin 


to Santana to Alicia Keys— 
was part of Foxx’s vision for 
his music career. In 2005, he 
engineered a performance at 
Davis’s famous pre-Grammy 
party at the Beverly Hills Hotel, 
as a way to showcase his talent 
directly to the top. “I’d been to 
the Clive Davis party before,” 
he says, “and I was like, I know 
how it is, it’s high ground up 
in here, you got to come in 
legendary already. So I used a 
little of my comedy to break the 
ice, and then slipped my singing 
in on them before they even 


knew what was happening.” A 
performance of “Slow Jamz” 
alongside Kanye West and 
Twista led to an impromptu 
sing-off with Alicia Keys and 
Angie Stone. By evening’s end, 
Davis was a believer and, says 
Foxx, “I knew I had performed 
in the right place for the right 
people at the right time.” 

True to the album’s title, 
Foxx points to a few songs on 
UNPREDICTABLE as the 
most surprising, and thus the 
ones he’s proudest of. “There’s 


a song called T Wish You Were 
Here,’ about my grandmother,” 
he says. “It’s a heavy, heavy 
song — we put it at the end 
of the album, because I want 
people to bump and grind and 
enjoy themselves before they 
get to that. That’s the one that 
measures your soul.” The track 
“Til I Met Your Sister,” he says, 
presents a new perspective on a 
slippery situation. “It’s about a 
guy having this infidelity with 
his girl’s sister,” says Foxx, “but 
nobody ever has sung about 
that in a way where it’s not 


embarrassing, it’s not jokey, it’s 
really serious—like, we really 
did click and there’s no way I 
can fight it.” 

So did he feel any pressure in 
following Ray? Was it hard to 
find the motivation to be creative 
after giving the performance 
of a lifetime? Foxx waves off 
such concerns. “If you go to 
the mountaintop,” he says, “and 
you hit the very top, even if you 
go down a hundred feet, you’re 
still on that mountain, and you 
can still see a whole lot of 
things. □

Biography 

The award-winning 

multiplatinum superstar returns 
to center stage with Something 
Else, a joyful and modem 
tribute to the ‘70s soul and pop 
records that have inspired an 
extraordinary career. 

Something Else is aptly titled. 
“It’s time for hope and change,” 
Thicke says. “It’s in the air. 
And Em speaking on the times 
around me.” Thicke echoes 
the change with mesmerizing 
Superfly-era vocals, Gamble 
and Huff-inspired hom 
arrangements (“Hard on My 
Love”), unabashed lyrical 
optimism and an irresistible 
invitation to the dance floor 
(“Side Step”). “I don’t want to 
be a preacher, but I do think at 
the core of every great existence 
is an abundance of love and joy, 
and the only way to create that 
is to give it,” he adds. 

Bom in Los Angeles, Thicke 
grew up with an ear trained 
squarely at R&B and hip-hop. “I 
was listening to Kurtis Blow at 
8, NWA at 12, Jodeci and Mary 
J. at 14 and Boyz II Men and 
Babyface soon after,” Thicke 
says. “I didn’t even listen to 
rock and roll music until I was 
17. And I find myself thinking 
that’s more normal than it is.” 
Andre Harrell (then president 
of Bad Boy Entertainment 
and mentor to Mary J. Blige, 
Puff Daddy and Thicke) 
heard the lanky white kid and 
was dumbstmck. “I heard 
what Martin Luther King, Jr. 
described in his dream of a new 
America: a place where a white 
man in the San Fernando Valley 
can feel Detroit, Harlem and 
the blues,” he says. 

The spirit of Michael Jackson 
looms large throughout the 
new release. “Michael is the 
epitome of celebration, and 
the core of this album has 
that: It’s celebratory, healing, 
loving music,” Thicke says. To 
deepen that connection, Thicke 
employed the same hom section 
used on Jackson’s “You Wanna 
Be Starting Something,” from

Plot renews fears of 
radical Islam in prison

NEW YORK - The arrest of 
four Muslim ex-convicts in an 
alleged homegrown terror plot 
in the Bronx is renewing fears 
about the spread of Islamic 
extremism in the nation’s 
prisons. 

At least two of the four men 
suspected of plotting to bomb 
synagogues and shoot down 
military airplanes converted 
to Islam behind bars. 

The alleged mastermind is 
also a convert, and the fourth 
man identified himself as 
a Muslim when he entered 
prison. 

Islam has had a strong presence 
in U.S. prisons for decades, 
and many chaplains and 
corrections officials credit the 
faith, when taught properly, 
with being a stabilizing force 
that can help inmates turn 
their lives around. 

But this week’s foiled plot 


is not the first terror scheme 
implicating Muslim convicts, 
and it comes despite reports 
of progress in screening 
chaplains and materials on 
Islam in the prison system. 
“Basically, the threat is 
real,” said Paul Rogers, past 
president of the American 
Correctional Chaplains 

Association. “Prisons have 
unstable people and people 
who are on the edge of a lot 
of different things. The radical 


elements of any religion can 
be emphasized.” 

Those fears were heightened 
this week as lawmakers 
debated the fate of detainees 
if President Barack Obama 
shutters the prison at 
Guantanamo Bay. 

FBI Director Robert Mueller 
said terror suspects brought 
to the U.S. could end up 
“radicalizing others” or plan 
attacks on the country.

Strong quake shakes tall 
buildings in Mexico City

MEXICO CITY (AP) —A strong earthquake swayed skyscrapers 
in Mexico City and rattled colonial buildings in neighboring 
Puebla state Friday, sending frightened people into the streets. 
There were no immediate reports of injuries or damage. 

The U.S. Geological Survey said the quake had a magnitude of 
5.7 and was centered 90 miles (140 kilometers) southeast of the 
capital. The Mexican seismological service measured it at 5.9. 
Puebla state civil protection chief German Garcia said there were 
no reports of injuries or collapsed buildings near the epicenter: 
“There is absolute calm, zero damage.”

Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates said Obama would do 
nothing to endanger the public 
and decried “fear-mongering 
about this.” 

The four defendants in the 
New York terror case had been 
in and out of prison. 

Laguerre Payen said he 


converted to Islam in prison, 
but a Muslim prayer leader 
who counseled him when he 
got out said he had a poor 
understanding of the faith. 
Onta Williams had registered 
as a Baptist in prison, but his 
uncle said he converted to 
Islam inside. David Williams 
and James Cromitie had 
registered as Muslim in 


prison, according to correction 
officials. 

Payen appears to be a Haitian 
citizen, while the three others 
are Americans. The Williamses 
are not related. 

Mitch Silber, a top New 
York Police Department 
intelligence analyst, said 
inmates converting to Islam 
are so common that he and his 
colleagues call it “Prislam.” 
Though many drop the faith 
once they are out, for some 
“the conversion sticks” and can 
fuel anger toward the United 
States, said Silber, co-author 
of the 2007 NYPD report 
“Radicalization in the West: 
The Homegrown Threat.” 

Just as young people can be 
radicalized by “cut-and-paste” 
readings of the Quran on the 
Internet, new inmates may 
get a distorted view of Islam 
from gang leaders or other 
influential inmates, according 
to “Out of the Shadows: 
Getting Ahead of Prison 
Radicalization,” a 2006 report 
by the George Washington 
University Homeland Security 
Policy Institute and the 


University of Virginia Critical 
Incident Analysis Group. 
Several imams used the term 
“Jailhouse Islam” to describe 
a form of Islam in prison that 
incorporates gang loyalty and 
violence, the report said. 

Many states are doing a better 
job of screening the reading 
material that comes into 
prisons, Rogers said. But other 
problems arise when there 
are no qualified chaplains or 
volunteers. 

“Sometimes inmates rely on 
other inmates, and it’s sort of 
the prison way,” Rogers said. 
“They turn to someone they 
trust, their ‘celly’ or someone 
in their cellblock, and put them 
on a pedestal as someone who 
has more knowledge about 
the religion. He could be 
spreading knowledge, or could 
be spreading ignorance.” 
Inmates who were radicalized 
in prison include: 

• Jose Padilla, a former Chicago 
gang member, who converted 
to Islam behind bars and 
was recruited at a mosque to 
become a mujahedeen fighter, 
authorities said. Prosecutors 


accused him of plotting to 
detonate a radioactive “dirty 
bomb,” but he was convicted 
of unrelated terror support 
charges. 

• Richard Reid, a British 
citizen and follower of 
Osama bin Laden, who was 
a prison convert in England 
and became involved with 
militants after he was freed. 
He pleaded guilty in 2002 
to trying to blow up a trans- 
Atlantic flight with explosives 
hidden in his shoes. He is now 
serving a life sentence at a 
maximum-security prison in 
Florence, Colo. 

• A group of prisoners in 
California who converted to 
Islam and were arrested in 
2005 on charges of plotting 
behind bars to attack military 
sites, synagogues and other 
targets. 

Islam took hold in U.S. prisons 
in the 1940s, when members of 
the Nation of Islam were held 
for refusing to fight in World 
War II. Malcolm X was one 
of their most famous prison 
recruits. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
new law that will allow 
loaded guns in national parks 
and wildlife refuges will not 
take effect until next year, the 
Obama administration said 
Friday. 

President Barack Obama 
signed the gun law Friday 
as part of a measure creating 
new rules for the credit card 
industry. 

But a spokeswoman for the 
Interior Department said that 
because the credit card law 
will not take effect until nine 
months after it is signed, the 
gun measure also will be 
delayed. 

Spokeswoman Kendra Barkoff 
said the Interior Department 
will follow Congress’ directive 
and put the new firearms law 
into effect in late February 
2010 . 

Bryan Faehner, associate 
director of the National Parks 
Conservation Association, 
praised the Interior 
Department’s decision. 

“We are pleased, because that 
provides more time that our 
parks will remain safe and 
free from shotguns, rifles and 
semiautomatic weapons,” 


Faehner said. 

“We hope that the American 
public and members of 
Congress will have more 
time to understand the far- 
reaching repercussions of this 
outrageous and disturbing law 
that has nothing to do with 
credit cards and will only put 
park visitors at risk,” Faehner 
said. 

Until February, rules adopted 
during the administration of 
President Ronald Reagan will 
remain in place. They severely 
restrict guns in the national 
parks, generally requiring that 
they be locked or stored in a 
glove compartment or trunk. 
“As Interior prepares to 
implement the new law, the 
department will work to 
understand and interpret its 
implications for our national 
parks and wildlife refuges, 
with public safety and the 
safety of our employees as 
our foremost consideration,” 
Barkoff said. “For the time 
being, the current Reagan 
administration regulations 
governing possession of 
firearms in national parks and 
wildlife refuges remain in 
place.” 

The Interior Department’s 
decision drew immediate 


criticism from Republican 
Sen. Tom Coburn, chief 
sponsor of the gun measure. 
Spokesman John Hart said 
Coburn will offer the gun 
amendment to other bills 
in order to implement the 
decision quicker. 

Hart said Cobum was 
confident the amendment will 
be approved again, noting that 
the measure received support 
from 27 Democrats in the 
Senate, including the majority 
leader, Sen. Harry Reid. 

The measure, adopted by 
wide margins in the House 
of Representatives and the 
Senate, allows licensed gun 
owners to bring firearms into 


national parks and wildlife 
refuges as long as they are 
allowed by state law. 

Hart said Congress clearly 
intended for the law to take

effect soon, adding that Cobum

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama warned 
overeager shoppers and 
greedy credit card companies 
alike on Friday to act 
responsibly as he signed into 
law a bill designed to protect 
debt-ridden consumers from 
surprise charges. 

The White House staged a 
signing ceremony in the Rose 
Garden, an indication of the 
legislation’s importance to 
Obama. 

Though opposed by many 
financial companies, the bill 
cleared Congress with broad 
support. 

Obama made clear that he 
didn’t champion the changes 
with the intention of helping 
those who buy more than 
they can afford through 
“reckless spending or wishful 
thinking.” 

“Some get in over their heads 
by not using their heads,” the 
president said. “I want to be 
clear: We do not excuse or 
condone folks who’ve acted 
irresponsibly.” 

And yet, he said, for many 
of the millions of Americans, 
trying to get out of debt 
has been made difficult and 


bewildering by their credit 
card companies. 

Nearly 80 percent of Americans 
have credit cards and half 
of those carry a balance, 
according to the White House. 
The Federal Reserve estimates 
the nation is some $2.5 trillion 


in debt, a figure that does not 
include home mortgages. 
Obama said many people have 
gotten “trapped” because of 
the downturn in the economy 
that has turned family budgets 
on their heads. But, he said, 
“part of it is the practices of 


the credit card companies.” 
He criticized policies that 
allowed for confusing fine 
print; the sudden appearance 
of unexplained fees on 
bills; unannounced shifts in 
payment deadlines, interest 
charges or rate increases even 
when payments aren’t late; and 
payments directed to balances 
with the lowest interest rates 
rather than the highest. 

“We’re here to put a change to 
all that,” Obama said. 

One part of the bill Obama did 
not publicly celebrate at the 
signing, a gun amendment. 
The measure by Sen. Tom 
Cobum, R-Okla., allows 
people to bring loaded guns 
into national parks and 
wildlife refuges. 

The addition of the amendment 
to the bill — and Obama’s 
acceptance of it—was viewed 
as a bitter disappointment for 
gun-control advocates. 

They watched gun-rights 
supporters gain a victory 
from a Democratic-controlled 
Congress and a Democratic 
president that they couldn’t 
achieve under a Republican 
Congress and president. Many 
blamed the National Rifle 
Association, which pushed 
hard for the gun law. 
Democrats lawmakers and 
aides said they didn’t have 
enough time to send the bill to 


US asks Cuba to resume talks 
on legal immigration

WASHINGTON - In a new overture to Cuba, 
the Obama administration asked the island’s 
communist government on Friday to resume 
talks on legal immigration of Cubans to the 
United States suspended by former President 
George W. Bush. 

The State Department said it had proposed that 
the discussions, which were halted after the 
last meeting in 2003, be restarted to “reaffirm 
both sides’ commitment to safe, legal and 
orderly migration, to review trends in illegal 
Cuban migration to the United States and to 
improve operational relations with Cuba on 
migration issues.” 

President Barack Obama “wants to ensure 
that we are doing all we can to support the 
Cuban people in fulfilling their desire to live 
in freedom,” said Darla Jordan, a department 
spokeswoman. “He will continue to make 
policy decisions accordingly.” 

The move follows Obama’s decision in April 
to rescind restrictions on travel to Cuba by 
Americans with family there and on the 


amount of money they can send to their 
relatives on the island. 

It also comes ahead of a high-level meeting 
early next month of the Organization of 
American States, where Cuba’s possible re¬ 
entry into the regional bloc will be discussed. 
Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
will attend the June 2 meeting in Honduras. 
Clinton, however, told lawmakers this week 
that the U.S. would not support Cuba’s 
membership in the organization until and 
unless President Raul Castro’s regime makes 
democratic reforms and releases political 
prisoners. 

She and Obama have also said that broader 
engagement with Cuba, including the possible 
lifting of the U.S. embargo on the island, is 
dependent on such steps. 

There was no immediate reaction from the 
Cuban government on Friday, but communist 
officials were angered when the Bush 
administration decided to scuttle the talks on 
grounds they were not crucial for monitoring 
agreements aimed at preventing a mass 
exodus from the island. □ 


the House-Senate conference 
committee — where the gun 
provision could have been 
removed without a vote — and 
still get the bill to Obama by 
the Memorial Day weekend 
as he requested. 

The new credit card rules, 
which go into effect in nine 
months, prohibit companies 
from giving cards to people 
under 21 unless they can prove 
they have the means to pay the 
debt or a parent or guardian 
co-signs. A customer also will 
have to be more than 60 days 
behind on a payment before 
seeing a rate increase on an 
existing balance. Even then, 
the lender will be required to 
restore the previous, lower 
rate if the cardholder pays the 
minimum balance on time for 
six months. 

And consumers also will have 
to receive 45 days’ notice and 
an explanation before their 
interest rates increase. 

Despite being touted as 
a victory for consumers, 
financial experts said the 
bill could have unintended 
consequences as credit card 
companies look for ways to 
make up for potential lost 
revenue. 

Those measures could include 
more cards with annual fees 
and the loss of a grace period 
before interest accrues, which 
would affect even those 
consumers who pay off their 
balance each month. 

Last year, the Nilson Report 
estimated that more than 700 
million credit cards were 
in circulation in the United 
States. That’s more than two 
cards for every man, woman 
and child. 

The president noted that 
nearly half of all Americans 
carry a balance on their credit 
cards, and that their average 
balance is more than $7,000. 
Obama decried the “uneasy, 
unstable dependence” that a 
minority of card users have 
on credit. 

“So we’re not going to give 
people a free pass, and we 
expect consumers to live 
within their means and pay 
what they owe,” Obama said. 
“But we also expect financial 
institutions to act with the same 
sense of responsibility that the 
American people aspire to in 
their own lives. ”□

Prosecutors: Peterson tried 
to put hit on third wife

JOLIET, Ill. - Former police 
officer Drew Peterson offered 
someone $25,000 to kill his 
third wife because he thought 
a pending divorce settlement 
would financially ruin him, 
but then killed her himself 
months later, prosecutors 
said Friday. Prosecutor James 
Glasgow made the allegation 
at a bail reduction hearing for 
Peterson’s $20 million bond. 
Judge Carla J. Alessio- 
Policandriotes refused to 
reduce the bond for the 
suburban Chicago police 
officer, who is charged 
with first-degree murder in 
Kathleen Savio’s 2004 death. 
Peterson also is a suspect in 
the 2007 disappearance of his 
fourth wife, Stacy Peterson. He

Interpol, which coordinates 
police investigations across 
national borders, was joining 
the effort to find Colleen and 
Daniel Hauser.

Pakistani military shows ofi captured Taliban base

BANAI BABA ZIARAT, 
Pakistan (AP) — A Pakistani 
flag now flies over army troops 
dug in on a strategic ridge that 
until two days ago was held 
by the Taliban, a base where 
militants trained fighters, built 
tunnels and equipped caves 
with electricity and air vents. 
The takeover of the highest 
Taliban stronghold in the Swat 
Valley by troops who stormed 
up its jagged, rubble-strewn 
slopes is evidence of the 
success of Pakistan’s month- 
old army offensive. 

The action has been welcomed 
by the United States, which 
fears the nuclear-armed 
country is capitulating to the 
militants. 

But much of the region still 
remains in the hands of the 
militants, including Buner 
— a district just 60 miles from 
the capital Islamabad and the 
focus of intense air and ground 
operations in recent weeks, 
according to witnesses and 
police officers who spoke to 
an Associated Press reporter 
in its main town Friday. 
Several residents pointed to 
the mountains and warned 


that the Taliban were not far 
away. 

Police were still too frightened 
to enter parts of Buner and the 
town of Dagar, 12 miles away, 
which the military said was 
“liberated” from the Taliban. 
“We have been destroyed 
by the Taliban,” said white- 
bearded Ayub Khan, as army 


trucks rumbled past a ruined 
market and a charred gas 
station where a suicide bomber 
had killed four soldiers in the 
early days of the battle. 

The Obama administration 
has declared eliminating 
militant havens in Pakistan 
vital to its goals of defeating 
al-Qaida and winning the war 
in neighboring Afghanistan. 
U.S military officers say

insurgents use Pakistan as a 
base to launch attacks over the 
frontier in Afghanistan. 

But Maj. Gen. Jeffrey 
Schloesser, the top U.S. 
general in eastern Afghanistan, 
said there was evidence that 
insurgents were crossing into 
Pakistan, possibly to join 
the fight in Swat and other 
regions of the northwest where 
militants are holed up. 


His comments come amid 
concern in Washington and 
Islamabad that the ongoing 
buildup of 21,000 additional 
U.S. forces in Afghanistan 
may end up pushing Taliban 
militants into Pakistan, 
further destabilizing its border 
region. 

The Swat offensive has 
triggered an exodus of nearly 
1.9 million refugees, more than 
160,000 to sweltering camps, 
while the rest have been 
taken in by relatives, friends 
or in rented accommodation. 
Foreign countries and the 
United Nations are donating 
money to relieve the crisis. 
Unlike other campaigns 
against Taliban and al-Qaida 
militants, the current offensive 
has broad political and public 
support in Pakistan, but some 
fear that could drain away if 
the refugees are seen to be 
neglected or the fighting drags 
on. 

The army claims to have killed 
more than 1,000 militants, but 
said Friday the Taliban control 
the main town of Mingora; 
Piochar, a side-valley farther 
north that is a Taliban base; 
and several other districts. 
The army said those areas are 
increasingly surrounded by 
Pakistani troops. 

“The noose is tightening 
around them,” Maj. Gen. 
Saajad Ghani, the commander 
of operations in Upper Swat. 
“Their routes of escape have 
been cut off. It’s just a question 
of time before the Taliban 
leadership is eliminated.” 

He and another senior 
commander estimated the 
operation could last another 
two or three months. 

The army took more than a 
dozen reporters to the camp 
after flying them to the valley 
by helicopter from Islamabad. 
The scenic region that once 
attracted honeymooners and 
skiers has largely been off- 
limits to the media since 
fighting broke out. 

While foreign governments 
are praising the Swat 
operation, they will be looking 
closely to see whether the 
country expands the offensive 
into other parts of the border 
region, especially Waziristan, 
which has been hit by repeated 
strikes by U.S missiles since 
last year.Q

Golden Nuggets defeat lakers 106-103 in Game 2

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Kenyon Martin hit a layup and 
Chauncey Billups made 3 of 4 
free throws over the last 30 
seconds as the Denver Nuggets 
stormed home to beat the Los 
Angeles Lakers 106-103 on 
Thursday, levelling their NBA 
Western Conference finals 
series 1-1.

“To get one on the road is 
always tough. We came in and 
got it,” Anthony said. “We’re 
mentally tough and we showed 
that in this game coming off 
the loss that we gave away in 
Game 1.” 

Game 3 is Saturday in Denver. 
“This is going to be a long 
series,” Denver coach George 
Karl said. 

The Nuggets, whose poor free 
throw shooting caused a two- 
point loss in Game 1, made 17 
consecutive foul shots until 
Billups missed one with 4 
seconds remaining. He hit the 
second to seal the victory.

PITTSBURGH (AP) — 
Pittsburgh star Evgeni Malkin 
notched his first playoff hat 
trick as the Penguins beat the 
Carolina Hurricanes 7-4 on 
Thursday to open a 2-0 lead in 
the NHL’s Eastern Conference 
finals series.

Saturday. 

Crosby scored with less than 
two minutes gone and Malkin 
just over six minutes later. 
Carolina responded on both 
occasions, with goals from 
Chad LaRose and Jussi 
Jokinen. A Dennis Seidenberg 


goal put Carolina up 3-2 after 
the first period. 

Pittsburgh got the only two 
goals of the second period 
through Max Talbot and Chris 
Kunitz. Kunitz goal with only 
seven seconds remaining was 
his first in 24 games 
The Hurricanes turned to their 
fourth line to get the goal back 
as Patrick Eaves scored 2:35 
into the third, tying the game 
3-3. 

Carolina stalled after that, 
unable to match Pittsburgh’s 
speed or the repeated ability 
of its stars to find open ice for 
repeated scoring chances. 
Malkin, seemingly motivated 
by Carolina’s attempts to 
be more physical with him 
than usual during the second 
period, made it 5-4 with 8:50 
gone in the third period. 
Malkin, who set up several 
scoring chances in the final 
period, made it 6-4 less than 
four minutes later with a one- 
man goal. He picked up the 
puck in the comer, carried 
it behind the net and used a 
spin move to put a backhander 
past goalie Cam Ward from a 
sharp angle for his 10th of the 
playoffs. 

“It was a great shot,” Carolina 


defenseman Seidenberg said. 
“I don’t know who saves that. 
He’s a great player and great 
players, eventually they break 
out. Today was his day it 
seemed like.” 

As dozens of hats littered the 
ice, Malkin’s father, Vladimir, 
repeatedly kissed his mother, 
Natalia — the parents are 


visiting from Russia — as 
Penguins fans cheered them 
almost as loudly as they did 
their son. 

“It was good to do that for my 
parents,” Malkin said. “I was 
very happy I could do that for 
them.”

could only face one or the 
other in the final as he bids to 
become the first man to win 
the clay-court Grand Slam 
tournament five consecutive 
years. 

Not that Nadal is looking 
ahead to a potential final 
against one of those two. Or 
even a possible semifinal 
against No. 3 Andy Murray. 
Indeed, the Spaniard won’t 
even acknowledge he feels any 
sort of pressure to add to his 
28-0 record at Roland Garros, 
where play starts Sunday. 

“My only pressure is try to 
play good tennis, try to play 
well, and later we will see 
what happens,” Nadal said. 
“The tournament is always 
really tough. Long matches, 
against the best players of the 
world. So we will see.” 
Federer reiterated Friday that 
he got “a big boost” from 
winning last weekend’s Madrid 
Open final, ending Nadal’s 33- 
match winning streak on clay. 
Djokovic, meanwhile, derives 
confidence from having held 
three match points in a narrow 
semifinal loss to Nadal in 
Madrid. 

“Getting closer and closer. So 
there’s only one more point to 
go,” said Djokovic, the 2008 
Australian Open champion. 
“I played probably one of 
the best matches in my life 
against him on the clay court, 
even though I lost it. I must be 
proud of myself.” 

Federer, too, took heart from 
seeing what happened in that 


semifinal. 

“When someone dominates 
a surface like Rafa does, it’s 
good to see that he almost lost 
to Djokovic — that it’s doable, 
if you play well,” Federer 
said. 

“If each year he wins 40 
matches on clay, and you 
never manage to beat him, it’s 
obvious that you become more 
pessimistic.” 

Federer’s bid to win his first 
French Open championship 

— and tie Pete Sampras with a 
record 14th major singles title 

— will start against Alberto 
Martin of Spain. 

Nadal was drawn to face a 
qualifier in the first round and 
could meet two-time major 
champion Lleyton Hewitt in 
the third, then 14th-seeded 
David Ferrer in the fourth. 
Murray’s first opponent 
is Juan Ignacio Chela of 
Argentina, a 2004 French 
Open quarterfinalist whose 
four career tour titles all came 
on clay and who once was 
ranked 15th. Chela missed the 
past three major tournaments 
because of a herniated disc. 
“He’s obviously a tough clay- 
court player,” Murray said. 
“Definitely can’t afford to 
look past him.” 

The potential men’s 
quarterfinals are Nadal vs. No. 
8 Fernando Verdasco in what 
would be rematch of a five-set 
thriller in the Australian Open 
semis, Murray vs. No. 7 Gilles 
Simon, Federer vs. No. 6 Andy 
Roddick, and Djokovic vs. No. 


5 Juan Martin Del Potro. 

The possible women’s 
quarterfinals are No. 1 
Dinara Safina vs. defending 
champion Ana Ivanovic, No. 
3 Venus Williams vs. No. 6 
Vera Zvonareva, No. 2 Serena 
Williams vs. No. 7 Svetlana 
Kuznetsova, and No. 4 Elena 
Dementieva vs. No. 5 Jelena 
Jankovic. 

The Williams sisters were 
drawn into opposite sides 
of the tournament and could 
meet in the championship 
match. Serena beat Venus in 
the 2002 final for the family’s 
only singles title at Roland 
Garros; they have won 16 
majors elsewhere. 

Safina starts against Anne 
Keothavong of Britain, while 
Maria Sharapova will play 
Anastasiya Yakimova of 
Belarus in her first Grand 
Slam match since Wimbledon 
last year. Sharapova returned 
to the tour this week after 
missing nearly 10 months due 
to a shoulder injury and is not 
seeded. 

The second-seeded Serena 
will meet Klara Zakopalova 
of the Czech Republic in the 
first round, while No. 3 Venus 
faces Bethanie Mattek-Sands 
of the United States. 

Serena won the last two Grand 
Slam tournaments, but has lost 
her past four matches while 
dealing with a bad knee. 

“I don’t think I’m the favorite 
coming in,” she said. “I’m 
glad to be here more than 
anything.’Q
